The growth of new wonls in uur 
existing htnguug'>s it the «»ufi*st 
guide to the origin of hiiiguagt* in 
general. Such new words are con- 
tinually arising from day to day in 
our midst. 

Just ut first they are usually iinl- 
futive or oiiomutoiKieie niid more or 
less liiarticiilute. TItey are dell- 
eient in vowels. Thu stt'Uin engine 
seems to SUV to us: “P'f, p’f, t> f;" 

the cut siH'ins to say to us- “P'rrr, 
p’rrr, p’rrr;" the sound of u eaiinon 
)>all 08 it strikes the ground wc 
represent by “Tli’d;" the sound of u 
gun we represent by ‘ H'lig." Hut 
when we come to use these sounds 
fuiniliurly us part of language we 
soon grow to viH'uilze them. We 
suy pulT, putT, puff; pur, thud, bung. 

In proiiortion as we use such 
words in coiit)s>sitloii do they be- 
come more and more urtieulute and 
less and less onoinutopoeic, while ut 
the Huinc time they tend to become 
widened and convcntionaliziHl iu 
meaning. At lust when we talk of 
whizzing wheels, of a Imiigiiig door, 
of giving a friend a puff in tbe |iu- 
pers or of dexterously booming a 
new invention wo have almost lost 
sight of unomuUipoeia altogether. 
Even when we remark that the cut 
purrs or that wo distiuetly heard a 
loud thud at a distance we are 
scarcely conscious of Iniitativo in- 
tention. — Longman's Magazine.
